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TOWN  OF  RICHMOND 
SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

During  1983,  the  Board  held  its  regular  meeting  every  Tuesday 
evening  except  for  one  in  December  which  was  cancelled  because  of 
an  ice  storm.  V/e  also  had  two  special  informational  sessions  on 
the  last  Sundays  in  July  and  August,  but  no  one  came. 

We  have  tried  to  keep  abreast  of  new  state  rules  and  regula- 
tions which  affect  local  governments.  In  Richmond,  biennial 
billing  of  property  taxes  for  the  first  time  this  year  has  made 
more  work  and  caused  some  problems,  but  it  has  been  very  cost 
effective.  In  1982,  interest  on  tax  anticipation  notes  was  over 
$5,000;  for  1983  we  paid  $534,  and  in  1984  the  Town  may  not  even 
need  to  borrow  on  short-term  notes.  Although  the  original  cost  of 
computerizing  the  tax  bills  was  a  little  more  than  anticipated, 
now  that  the  "bugs"  have  been  worked  out  things  should  run  smooth- 
ly and  cost  less. 

Our  Town  funds  were  transferred  in  May,  by  the  Treasurer  from 
a  NOW  to  a  "Super  NOW"  account  so  that  more  interest  would  accrue 
on  this  money.  This  move  has  earned  the  Town  $4,500  interest  on 
its  general  fund  for  the  year. 

All  of  Richmond's  property  tax  records  are  now  listed  accord- 
ing to  their  tax  map  number  designations.  As  a  result,  it  is 
easier  for  us  to  keep  our  records  up-to-date.  It  should  also  be 
mentioned  that  these  records  are  now  on  file  at  the  Southwest 
Region  Planning  Commission  which  protects  them  from  loss.  A  flat 
map  file  was  obtained  during  the  past  year  which  makes  the  subdi- 
vision maps  easily  accessible  for  reference  purposes.  A  large  map 
showing  the  classification  of  the  roads  in  Richmond  has  been 
posted  in  the  Town  Hall. 

During  the  summer,  your  Selectmen  cleared  the  area  in  front  of 
the  Town  Hall  and  the  Middletown  Cemetery.  The  road  was  resurfac- 
ed and  is  being  plowed  this  winter  to  make  the  vault  accessible  to 
Richmond  residents,  if  needed.  Our  thanks  to  Kris,  Kerri  and  Dana 
Taylor,  Jr.  for  their  many  hours  of  hard  work  and  help  with  this 
project. 

The  juncture  of  Mill  Road  with  Fish  Hatchery  Road  was  com- 
pletely rebuilt  this  year  to  eliminate  a  dangerous  intersection. 
The  new  "STOP"  sign  and  better  visibility  have  made  for  much  safer 
driving. 

The  hearse  house  in  back  of  the  Town  Hall  was  repainted  in 
August  (?).  The  clapboards  were  so  badly  weathered  that  several 
coats  of  paint  were  needed. 

The  Veterans  Hall  in  Richmond  has  been  the  focus  of  much  at- 
tention in  1983.  Early  this  summer  we  had  planned  to  upgrade  the 
electric  wiring  in  the  Veterans  Hall  as  a  part  of  the  kitchen 
renovation.  When  we  started  this  work,  a  bad  sag  in  the  roof  on 
the  south  side  was  observed.  Further  investigation  led  to  concern 
as  to  the  safety  of  the  Veterans  Hall  for  public  use.  Upon  the 
recommendation  of  several  builders  and  contractors,  Robert  Dion  of 
Marlborough  was  hired  to  make  a  preliminary  study  and  then  a  thor- 
ough structural  survey  of  the  Veterans  Hall.  Mr.  Dion  suggested 
in  his  report  that  the  Veterans  Hall  would  be  unsafe  with  a  snow 
load  on  the  roof.  For  the  safety  of  the  residents  of  Richmond,  we 
decided  it  would  be  best  to  close  the  building  to  all  meetings 
during  the  winter. 
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The  Selectmen  are  in  the  process  of  obtaining  bids  for  the 
restoration  of  the  Veterans  Hall.  Reconstruction  of  the  building 
would  follow  the  plans  and  architectural  drawings  prepared  for  us 
by  Robert  Dion.  The  Town  must  decide  if  and  how  they  want  the 
Yeterans  Hall  restored. 

The  Town  of  Richmond  could  not  operate  without  the  help  of 
those  residents  who  voluntarily  serve  on  our  boards  and  commit- 
tees. We  are  most  grateful  for  your  assistance  throughout  the  past 
year.  Our  need  is  for  more  individuals  who  are  willing  to  do 
their  bit  for  the  Town  Don't  be  shy!  Contact  a  Selectman  or  a 
member  of  any  Committee  to  offer  your  services. 

It  is  with  great  regret  that  the  Selectmen  must  accept  the 
resignations  of  two  dedicated  Town  officers.  Jennie  Bennett  is 
resigning  her  position  as  Treasurer,  and  Robert  VanBrocklin  is 
resigning  as  Fire  Chief  in  March.  They  have  wholeheartedly  served 
the  Town  of  Richmond  for  many  years  and  deserve  the  gratitude  of 
us  all.   Our  deepest  appreciation  to  Jennie  and  Bob  for  jobs  well 


done.

During  the  past  year  we  have  been  busy  with  new  regulations, 
new  equipment  and  additional  training.  Our  new  radar  unit  works 
very  well,  and  we  believe  that  it  has  made  a  good  contribution  in 
reducing  excessive  speed  through  our  Town,  particularly  the  Four 
Corners  area.  The  Officers  who  operate  the  Unit  have  been  certi- 
fied, as  well  as  the  Unit  itself,  which  is  certified  every  three 
months. 

We  are  pleased  to  announce  the  promotion  of  officer  Tim  Brewer 
to  the  rank  of  sergeant.  Tim  has  shown  himself  to  be  a  strong 
link  in  our  chain  of  peace  officers,  to  better  serve  our  depart- 
ment and  communi  ty . 

There  has  been  no  increase  in  any  one  crime  in  Richmond  in 
1983,  in  some  cases  there  has  been  a  reduction.  Much  of  the 
reason  for  this  can  be  attributed  to  citizen  co-operation  through 
awareness  of  suspicious  activities  and  sharing  with  your  Police 
Department  the  common  goal  of  a  peaceful  community.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

During  the  past  year  we  have  been  very  fortunate  in  fire  re- 
sponses: 4  station  covers,  Swanzey;  3  station  covers,  Winches- 
ter; reports  to  several  automobile  accidents;  4  false  alarms  at  a 
residence  on  Whipple  Hill;  1  serious  house  fire  caused  by  a  faulty 
stove  with  a  lot  of  cracks  and  wood  piled  too  close. 

During  the  past  year  we  purchased  new  turnout  gear — bunker 
coats,  pants,  and  helmets  and  other  equipment  that  we  needed.  In 
the  summer  we  got  the  water  holes  repaired  thanks  to  the  help  of 
firemen.  We  have  two  new  dry  hydrants,  one  on  the  Fish  Hatchery 
Road  and  one  at  the  top  of  the  Mill  Road. 

There  have  been  several  members  of  the  Fire  Department  and 
Rescue  Squad  that  have  taken  training  at  Meadowood  Schools  last 
spring  and  fall . 

I  would  like  to  thank  Swanzey,  Fitzwilliam,  Winchester  and 
Meadowood  for  their  responses  during  the  year.  To  report  a  fire,

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Once  again,  our  cooperative  town  and  state  forest  fire  preven- 
tion and  control  program  leads  the  nation  in  least  acres  burned 
per  forest  fire.  Less  than  one-half  acre  per  fire  statewide  aver- 
age. 

At  the  town  level,  your  Forest  Fire  Warden  is  responsible  for 
the  prevention  and  control  of  all  grass  and  woods  fires  when  the 
ground  is  not  snow  covered. 

Forest  fire  prevention  is  achieved  at  the  town  level  by 
issuing  a  written  permit  for  every  fire  that  is  to  be  kindled  on 
the  ground  out  of  doors  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow. 
Each  person  wishing  to  have  an  outside  fire  must  obtain  this 
written  permit  from  the  town  Fire  Warden  before  kindling  the  fire. 
Any  person  that  does  not  obtain  a  fire  permit,  when  one  is  re- 
quired, is  violating  our  forest  fire  permit  law  and  is  subject  to 
a  court  appearance  and  could  be  fined  up  to  $1,000  and  receive  a 
jail  sentence  of  up  to  one  year. 

No  fire  permit  will  be  issued  between  9:00  a.m.  and  5:00  p.m. 
unless  it  is  raining.  The  reason  for  this  is  twofold:  the  fire 
danger  increases  steadily  between  9:00  a.m.  and  2:00  p.m.,  then 
subsides  to  s  safe  level  between  2:00  p.m.  and  5:00  p.m.  This 
happens  because  the  sun  dries  out  the  fine  fuels  that  are  easily 
ignited  and  dries  the  air  which  permits  rapid  fire  spread.  Also 
during  this  part  of  the  day  fire  fighters  are  not  readily  avail- 
able in  most  communities  so  an  escaped  fire  could  burn  longer  and 
cause  greater  damage  before  being  suppressed. 

Your  cooperation  in  burning  only  when  conditions  are  safe  is 
greatly  appreciated.

CIYIL  DEFENSE  REPORT 


Richmond  Civil  Defense  had  a  relatively  quiet  year  in  1983. 
Development  and  testing  of  Richmond's  Emergency  Response  Plan 
continued  as  we  participated  in  the  Vermont  Yankee  test  exercise 
mandated  and  evaluated  by   the  Nuclear  Regulatory  Commission. 

Richmond's  participation  in  this  exercise  went  very  smoothly 
with  the  outstanding  efforts  of  Richmond  Fire  and  Rescue  Squads. 
It  is  certainly  a  credit  to  the  community  that  we  have  such  pro- 
fessional  and  dedicated  volunteers. 

Barring  a  few  notification  system  shortcomings  on  the  plant, 
state  and  local  levels,  Richmond  copes  very  well  with  its  notifi- 
cation responsibilities.  A  request  for  additional  notification 
and  communication  hardware  has  been  made  through  our  test  response 
evaluation  submitted  to  the  Nuclear  Regulatory  Commission  and  the 
State.  We  are  in  hopes  that  this  request  will  be  met  in  the  near 
future. 

Additional  activities  of  Civil  Defense  include  working  with 
Richmond  police  on  a  long  overdue  project  of  refurbishing  the  old 
Civil  Defense  building  next  to  the  Fire  Station.  Plans  are  under 
way  to  renovate  the  building  to  incorporate  shared  offices  and 
meeting  facilites  for  Civil  Defense  and  Police.  It  will  be  a 
valuable  and  much-needed  addition  to  the  Town  to  have  these  facil- 
ities upgraded  to  accommodate  expanding   town  and  department  needs. 

The  projected  budget  for  1984  reflects  monies  needed  to  start 
renovation  of  the  building.  Additionally,  Richmond  Civil  Defense 
is  investigating  alternative  funding  sources  through  the  State 
Civil    Defense   that  may  be  available  for  our  use.

One 
thing  we  would  like  to  have:  vastly  increased  and  vigorous  input 
from  the  townspeople  on  what  is  needed  and  wanted  in  the  way  of 
outdoor  recreation  facilities  and  activities  for  our  town.

REPORT  OF  THE  PUNNING  BOARD 

The  Planning  Board  over  the  past  year  has  worked  hard  to 
obtain  the  necessary  Zoning  regulations  to  help  the  Town  achieve  a 
more  orderly  and  controlled  growth.  Among  the  articles  that  were 
changed  was  the  Lot  Size  requirement,  increasing  lot  sizes  from 
two  (2)  to  three  (3)  acres. 

Also  in  1983  the  recodification  of  the  R.S.A.'s  concerning 
Planning  and  Zoning  was  approved  by  the  State  Legislature  and  took 
effect  Jan.  1,  1984.  The  Town  of  Richmond,  within  the  next  two 
(2)  years,  will  be  obligated  to  update  its  local  ordinances  to 
reflect  these  changes. 

The  Town  of  Richmond  and  the  Planning  Board  are  facing  many 
problems  that  will  have  to  be  addressed  in  the  not  too  distant 
future.  Among  these  are  the  lack  of  participation  and  an  unwill- 
ingness to  be  become  involved  in  Town  affairs.  As  an  example,  the 
Planning  Board,  which  should  be  comprised  of  seven  members,  has 
been  operating  with  only  five  members  for  the  better  part  of  a 
year.  This  absence  of  sharing  in  the  .responsibilities  on  which 
the  Town  is  very  dependent  could  have  serious  effects  on  the  Town 
in  the  future  concerning  growth,  development,  State  and  Federal 
aid,  and  natural  and  financial  resources.

1.         The    Commission    held    its    regular   monthly  meetings  and  addi- 
tional  work  sessions. 


2.  The  Mary  P.  Hunt  Memorial  Fund  was  established  through  a 
generous  donation  from  Robert  W.  Hunt,  which  will  provide 
funding  for  the  maintenance  and  preservation  of  the  Quaker 
Cemetery. 

3.  The  Commission,  through  interest  derived  from  the  Quaker 
Cemetery  Preservation  Fund,  hired  Dan  Perry  of  Richmond,  to 
help  with  the  grass  mowing  in   the  Quaker  Cemetery. 

4.  Much  to  the  Commission's  disappointment,  the  wooden  entrance 
sign,  hand  carved  by  the  late  Everett  Quintard,  identifying 
the  location  of  the  town  forest,  was  stolen  during  a  vandal- 
ism spree   this  fall . 

5.  The  Commission  sent  invitation-to-bid  letters  to  several 
logging  contractors,  advertising  the  selectively  marked 
timber  in  the  town  forest.  Six  of  the  contractors  responded 
and  attended  the  timber  showing,  to  which  four  companies 
submitted  competitive  bids.  The  timber  harvest  contract  was 
awarded  to  the  highest  bidder,  Richmond  resident  Carl 
Swanson,  who  is  presently  in  the  process  fo  the  harvest 
operation.  The  income  from  this  will  be  directly  applied  to 
the  improvement  of  the  forest  for  fire  protection,  forest 
products,   recreation  and  wildlife  habitat. 

6.  We  would  like  to  extend  our  thanks  to  all  those  who  thought- 
fully made  contributions  to  our  self  supporting  commission.

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SOUTHWEST  REGION  PLANNING  COMMISSIONERS'  REPORT 


As  a  member  of  the  Southwest  Region  Planning  Commission,  Rich- 
mond receives  the  benefit  of  a  diversity  of  technical  assistance 
and  services  from  their  staff.  The  Commission  provides  profess- 
ional assistance  to  our  Planning  Board,  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  by  responding  to  a  multitude  of  ques- 
tions and  problems  relating  to  the  growth  and  development  of  our 
community.  It  has  worked  closely  with  the  Town  in  the  preparation 
of  our  master  plan,  updating  of  our  zoning  ordinance  and  subdi- 
vision regulations  and  has  offered  help  in  deciding  matters 
brought  before  these  boards. 

Recently  the  Commission  has  diversified  its  services  to 
member  towns  by  establishing  a  cooperative  purchasing  program 
which  brings  many  communities  together  as  a  single  unit.  In  this 
way,  the  individual  towns  can  realize  considerable  savings  over 
what  they  would  pay  independently.  Richmond  has  taken  advantage 
of  this  program  and  is  buying  fuel  oil  at  a  reduced  rate. 

Another  new  service  being  offered  by  the  Commission  is  its 
computer  capability.  Many  towns,  including  Richmond,  have  comput- 
erized their  resident  and  property  tax  billings  and  voter  check- 
lists through  the  use  of  the  Commission's  facility.   This  has 
already  resulted  in  a  noticeable  savings  in  interest  on  tax  an- 
ticipation notes  for  the  Town  of  Richmond. 

The  Regional  Planning  Commission  brought  its  member  commun- 
ities into  conformity  with  the  Solid  Waste  Legislation  now  re- 
quired by  forming  the  first  Solid  Waste  Management  Planning  Dis- 
trict in  New  Hampshire.  By  this  action,  those  towns  which  have 
opted  to  join  the  District,  Richmond  among  them,  have  now  complied 
with  the  mandate  of  the  State  law  requiring  that  towns  look  at  the 
problem  of  solid  waste  disposal  from  a  regional  perspective.

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OUR  COVER 

One  of  the  best-known  landmarks  in  Richmond  is 
shown  here  as  it  looked  around  1900.  It  was 
originally  built  at  a  cost  of  $2,485  as  the 
Universalist  meeting-house.  The  founder  of 
Universalism ,  Reverend  Hosea  Ballou,  preached  the 
dedication  sermon  at  this  church  on  November  22, 
1837.  In  1890,  it  became  the  home  of  the  Richmond 
Grange  which  flourished  for  many  years.  At  the 
end  of  the  first  World  War,  Richmond's  servicemen 
and  women  were  honored  at  a  ceremony  held  in  this 
building.  The  Grange  Hall  was  deeded  to  the  Town 
of  Richmond  in  1956.  In  June  of  1958,  it  was 
formally  dedicated  to  all  Richmond  war  veterans  as 
the  Veterans  Memorial  Hall.  During  our  country's 
bicentennial  celebration  in  1976,  the  interior  of 
the  Veterans  Hall  was  beautifully  stenciled  and 
refinished  by  a  group  of  volunteers.  Since  it 
became  Town  property,  the  Veterans  Hall  has  been 
used  by  Richmond  residents  for  most  public  meeting 
and  rented  out  for  other  affairs.
